Alderman I. N. Ragsdale was elect- 
ed provisional mayor pro tem. over 
ames R. Nutting, who suffered his 
geoond defeat for the place of presid- 
img officer of council.

Mayor Pro Tem. Candler received the 
gavel from Alderman James BH. War- 
ren, retiring presiding officer. Alder- 
man Warren was presented with a 
silver pitcher by members of council 
in recognition of hi’ services. 

Judge Candler’s election was the re- 
Bult of a “deadlock” {[n the caucus 
when the third ballot between Nutting 
end Ragsdale was taken. With the 
vote standing 13 and 13, and when the 
prospects of an all-night session loom- 
ed up bright, Councilman Claude lL. 
Ashley put the name of Judge Candler 
before the caucus as a candidate. 

On the next ballot Judge Candler re- 
ceived 27 votes, and was declared

The caucus then went into the elec- 


' tion of provisional mayor pro tem., and 


Alderman Ragsdale was announced as 
the successful candidate. 

On th@ face of a canvass of council 
taken eaMy in the afternoon, it ap- 
peared that, Alderman Ragsdale would 
geta majority of the votes over Alder- 
man Nutting, his only opponent. How- 
ever, Alderman J. H. Harwell fell and 
injured his hip during the meeting of 
council, and was taken to the hospital. 
The accident cost Alderman Ragsdale 
a vote. He glso lost the votes of Coun- 
cilman W. @. Humphrey, who left Sat- 
urday for New York, and Alderman C. 
©. MeDonal@ and Councilman S. L. Dal- 
las, who {were absent. Both had 
pledged their support Alderman 
Ragsdale.)

annual message, read to Atlanta’s new 
council last night. 

The message is the most vigorous 
document Mayor Woodward has ever 
offered council. It viciously attacked 
Chief W. B. Cummings, of the fire de- 
partment. The new $260,000 crematory 
was rapped,aswasalso thecontract of 
the new $106,000 fire alarm. 

But, insofar as the police department 
is concerned, one would never dream 
that such a person as Chief James L. 
Beavers existed. A perusal of the mes- 
sage fails to give the slightest indi- 
cation of “vice squads” or “vice cru- 
sades.”” Only twice in the message does 
Mayor Woodward use the word “po- 
lice,” and then it is only with refer- 
ence to some other matter. 

The mayor struck at sume other de- 
partments in his message. He scored 
what he characterized as “slipshod’’ 
methods in handling street work, and 
he cautioned council to be careful in 
the future in dealing with petitions for 
laying sewers on streets where there is 
no water. 

Flays Enemies; Lauds Friends. 

He flayed his enemies, and he com- 
plimented his supporters. The so-call- 
ed “political organization” in council 
was attacked. He said that he want- 
ed peace, but declared that he would 
not have peace if he had to get it at 
the sacrifice of his conscience or his 
duty to the people of Atlanta. 

Mayor Woodward informed souncil 
that he is inclined to be lenient in 
dealing with the fire alarm contract, 
but he gives the assurance that he 
will not stand for the city paying $106,- 
000 for the system. He explained that 
he saved the city $35,000 on the crema- 
tory proper, and asserted that he will 
save $48,000 more by letting the con- 
tract for the electric feature of the 


work with a bona fide electrical con- 


cern. ie 
The mayor paused in his report long 
enough to pay his compliments to the 
committees appointed last year at the 
instigation of Alderman John E. Mc- 
Clelland to investigate the “graft’’ 
charges against the head of the fire 
department. He told council that he 
will be ready to furnish more evidence 
against Chief Cummings in the event 
it sees fit to reopen the case. 
Woodward's School Pian. 


Commenting on the school problem, 
Mayor Woodward called attention to 
the fact that $1,000,000 is asked for 
school improvement, and he explained 
that all the other departments of the 
city are asking for a like sum. He sug- 
gests as aremedy for the crowded 
conditions at the high schools that the 
city sell the property and concentrate 
all the high schools in one place.

After a Week of Constant 
Fighting the Forces of 
Dictator Huerta Are Still 
Holding Ojinaga. 


GRUESOME SIGHTS SEEN 
IN STREETS OF TOWN 


Dead Bodies of Soldiers Ly- 
ing in Trenches—Believed 
Rebels Will Soon Return 
and Resume Attack. . 


January 5.—Fighting 
between the northern division of the 
Mexican federal army, defending Oji- 
naga, Mexico, opposite here, and Gen 
eral Ortega’s 6.000 rebels today ceased 
as suddenly as it began a week ago 
Without any federal activities to pro- 
voke his move, General Ortega with 
drew his army 7 miles to the west, 
the Rio Grande, supposedly to 
the reinforcements

that a large body of federals, on the 
way from Jimenez, were within four 
days march of Ojinaga, and were 
planning to steal on-Ortega’s rear and 
rescue the federal garrison.

As soon as the rebel forces had 
cleared from. sight the federals wan- 
dered over the battlefield to pick up the 
wounded. The dead were burned ana 
after dark fires dotting the landscape 
showed where losses had been heaviest. 

Colonel Cruz Rosa and two rebe! 
captains, taken prisoners with two au- 
tomobile loads of ammunition from Chi 
huahua, were executed in the Plaza at 
noon. The federals have several hun- 
dred prisoners captured in _ various 
skirmishes. 

Some -of the rebel reinforcements 
General Villa recently was reported to 
have dispatched from Chihuahua were 
intercepted by the federals, it was 
learned tonight. .It was in this action 
that Colonel Rosea and the two rebel 
captains executed today were captured 
with two automobiles loaded with am- 
munition. 

The quantity of ammunition tuken 
led to the belief that the withdrawal 
of General Ortega was due to fear of 
running out of munitions. 

The ending of hostilities caused great 
relief to the United States border pa- 
trol under Major McNamee and Red 
Cross officials. who have borne the 
burden of caring for sick and wounded 
from both armies. 

Gentral Castro Talks. 

“It is thought that we came to 
Ojinaga so that if we were pursued by 
General Villa’s rebels, we could step 
across the border,” said General Cas- 
tro. “Such a plan was preposterous, 
Our forces evacuated Chihuahua be- 
cause we had been isolated there. We 
had no way to obtain money to pay the 
soldiers who remained loyal to Genera! 
Huerta, and we had no means of com- 
municating with the war department at 
Mexico City.

Dead soldiers lying unburied in the 
outer trenches and hundreds of living 
soldiers on duty fora week without 
sleep were some of the scenes witness- 
ed today in an inspection of Ojinaga. 

Despite assurances of Generals Cas- 
tro and Salazar, that the federals had 
no designs to flee to the United States 
in case of utter defeat, the United 
States army patrol did not slacken its 
precautions, taken with a yiew to that 
emergency. Already about 500 federal 
deserters have crossed, and either have 
been disarmed and sent back, or have 
escaped into Texas. 


REPORTED THAT HUERTA 
INTENDS TO RESIGN 


Mexico City, January i.—That Gen- 
eral Huerta intends to resign the pres- 
idency of Mexico in the near future—a 
rumor often denied by him in the most 
emphatic terms—again, is persistently 
reported in the capital.

Washington, January ‘5.—The od 
to be used and regulations to be fol- 
lowed by individuals in making returns 
of income subject:-to the new federal 
income tax were sent out today by the 
treasury department. Every citizen of 
the Unicved States, whether residing at 
home or abroad, every person residing 
in the United States and every non- 
resident alien who has income from 
Tnited States investments of $3,000 or 
more, must make return. 

For the past year, 1913, specific ex- 
emptions wilP be $2,500, or $3,333.33 in 
the cage of a married person, and in 
future years $3,000 and $4,000. Where 
the tax has been withheld in part of 
the income on the source, or where 
part of the income comes as dividends 
upon stock of a corporation, taxable 
under tha corporation tax section of the 
law, the regulations set forth that 
such income shall be deducted from 
the individual's total net income when 
computing the amount of which he is 
taxable. 

Previsions of the Law. 

The haw imposes a tax of 1 per cent 
and provides that individuals who have 
an income between $20,000 and $50,00 
shall pay an additional tax of 1 per 
cent on sucn amount; on all between 
$50,000 and $75,000, 2 per cent; $75,000 
to $100,000, 2 per cent: $100,000 to 

250,000, 4 per cent; $250,000 to $500,000, 

per cent, and all over $500,000, 6 per 
cent. Return must be in the hands of 
the collector of internal revenue in 
the district where the payee lives or 
where hs has his principal place of 
business, not later than March 1; fail- 
ure’ to cbserve this limit to be pun- 
ished with fines ranging from $20 to 
$1,000. 

Refusal or neglect to file returns, 
except in case of sickness or absence, 
will result in an addition of 50 per cent 
to the tax assessed. In the case of false 
or fraudulent return 100 per cent will 
be added to the tax assessed, and any 
person required to make, render, sign 
or verify such return, who makes a 


false or fraudulent statement with in- 


tent to defeat or evade the tax, will be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and subject 
to a fina of not more than $2,000 or

TO MEET AT THE HAGUE 


Chicago, January 5.—Nations of the 
world wili meet in Brussels, Belgium. 
next October to plan an international 
census and agree on a standard system 
of national bookkeeping for the purpose 
of establishing equitable national rep- 
resentation at The Hague peace con- 
grega. 

This was announced today by Roger 
W. Babson. member of the executive 
cummittee of the American Statistical 
association. The association, Mr. Bab- 
son said, has been tnvited by a certain 
Puropean power, whicn, for diplomatic 
reasons, he is not at liberty to name, 
to call an international conference at 
Brussels of representatives of national 
statistical associations. 

According to Mr. Babson, the purpose 
of eventually disarmament and world 
peace distinctly is in the minds of the 
American committee, the European 
power referred to and of other nations, 
all of which are aware of what. is 
projected and are in accord with it. 

Preliminary to the Brussels confer- 
ence there will be an executive meet- 
ing in Boston. February -13, of the 
committee of the American Statistica] 
association and representatives of as- 
sociations of the twelve greatest for- 
eign pvowers. Invitations have been 
issued and accepted. This conference 
will issue the formal call for the inter- 
national meeting.

G. Rawlins, 
father of the boys named above, and 
Alf Moore, a negro, Who actually com- 
mitted the crime for which he is said 
to have been paid Dy the Rawlins 
family. 

According to John R. Cooper, attor- 
ney for Milton Rawlins, there was no 
evidence against the boys except that 
of the negro who was hung, he having 
implicated them in _ his _ confession. 
Cooper asked that Milton be given a 
pardon because he was convicted on in- 
sufficient’ evidence and by a prejudiced 
jury, as he claimed, and also because 
the two brothers who were convicted 
with him on the same evidence have 
already received their freedom. Besides 
Mr. Cooper, Attorney O. M. Smith. of 
Valdosta, also appeared for Milton 
Rawlins.

OPENING BLUE RIDGE GEORGIA. 

From Helen, the little White county 
mountain terminus of the new Gainesville 
and Northwestern railroad via the Gaines- 
ville Midland to Gainesville, and thus on to 
New York, a direct shipment of a carload of 


hardwood was made yesterday. Prior to the 
building of this little road to the very foot 
of the Blue Ridge, the counties of that sec- 
tion were forced to shift with long stage and 
wagon’ journeys to lines in adjoining 
counties. But the new railroad 
jutting well up into the mountain corner of 
White, and with White as the focus of 
Towns, Union and Lumpkin, the siege of the 
centuries is broken and development should 
flow onward in this region in magical pro- 
portion. 

The day is accurately hailed as marking 
in the northeastern Blue Ridge 
section of Georgia. Every Georgian familiar 
with the situation that this great 
mountain section is a veritable empire of 
latent riches. Back in the little-traveled 
recesses of the mountains are great reserves 
hardwood timber. Other parts of the 
state, more generously settled, have largely 
given up their. original wealth in timber. 
Here is a district the larger portion 
which, containing trees of centuries’ growth 
and of inestimable value, has rarely echoed 
to the ax of the timberman. As this new 
road, and otliers of which it is the inevitable 
precursor, are built these stores will be 
tapped, bringing in wealth and with it set- 
tlers of the most desirable character, and 
withal loosening into all four counties the

Already steps are being 
taken to conserve this mighty natural reser- 
voir of timber, so there is little danger it 
will fall prey to the old reckless spirit of 
deforestation. 

Timber is properly the minor portion of 
this little-Known region. From the stand- 
point of truck farming and of stock-raising 
it should be the garden spot of the south. 
Potential dividends from this source alone 
are near incalculable. When the timber has 
gone the way of all temporary assets, the 
soil will remain to make northeast Georgia 
one of the most prosperous portions of the 
state. This is not to reckon with the min- 
eral resources of the district, the extent of 
which have been the subject ‘chiefly of con- 
jecture by exploring scientists. 

Though in our practical age it is things 
materia! that count, the Iifting of the siege 
of the Blue Ridge is not without its appeal- 
ing sentimenta! side, blending even here 
with the utilitarian. These-people, sturdiest 
and most unblemished of racial strains. 
have been walled off from development and 
opportunity by mountain ramparts. The 
same natural barriers that have kept their 
race pure have operated to impede their ac- 
cess to those intellectual and substantial ad- 
vantages all Georgia employs freely. Now 
the quarantize of the peaks and crags is 
broken. Wealth and the schoo! teacher, 
education and advancement will follow fast. 

The railroad development of that section 
means the end of an isolation made ro- 
mantic and picturesque by the novelist. But 
in exchange it adds to Georgia inestimable 
wealth, and to the population that has in- 
habited and inherited it compensations not 
readily lending themselves to statistics. 


INDICTMENT OR LIBEL? 


In its splendid campaign to rouse the 
farmers of Georgia to diversification as a 
specific for the ravages of the boll weevil, 
the state chamber of commerce reiterates 
the contention thet Georgia sends annually 
out of the state for foodstuffs that should be 
raised on her own acres the enormous sum 
of $172,502,000.

The statistics 
originated with the state department of agr! 
culture. When an attempt was made to se- 
cure verification from that source, The Con- 
stitution was met with the statement that 
the estimate was based on disjointed and 
fragmentary data, and that no accurate veri- 
fication was possible. 

That is the same old story, statistically, 
about Georgia, whether with reference to 
vital statistics or in any other channel 
where mathematical accuracy is the pre 
requisite to the value of figures. Modern in 
most other respects, Georgia is in this re- 
spect medieval. Either we are sending out 
of the state the prodigious sum noted, or 
that amount is vastly exaggerated. The 


| charge is either an indictment or a libel. 
The state ought to know which. 


The truth can be ascertained with rela- 
tive ease and the expenditure of a modest 
sum. Every pound of foodstufis, every sack 
of grain imported into Georgia are brought 
in on a railroad. It should be a simple 
enough matter to gather reliable data at this 
source. There are other avenues equally as 
simple to the trained statistician. The job 
is not one for private or unofficial agencies. 
It is distinctly the state’s business to fix the 
truth about this fundamental condition and 
make the truth known. 

Every man of intelligence in 
knows in a general way that we are, in 
almost criminal disregard for the primary 
lew of economics, sending huge sums out 
of this state for the products we ouglit to 
bring forth with a surplus margin. But 
until the exact dimensions of the folly is 
Known we are more or less working in the 
dark, our efforts toward a remedy of a 
groping and not a precise and telling nature. 

In other respects than its commendable 
campaign against the boll weevil, the state 
chamber can testify to being embarrassed 
by the lack of information which it should 
be possible for any stranger to secure at the 
statehouse. This injurious situation is a 
reflection on the of what 
should be the richest state in the south.

AFTER HUERTA. 


In Washington shrewd conjecture runs 
to the effect that John Lind’s mysterious 
fiving visit to President Wilson had to do 
with conditions that will follow in Mexico 
after the elimination of Huerta. 

It is not improbable that this subject 
was among the others discussed at the curi- 
Cus conference between the president and 
his envoy. 

One of the inscrutable features of the 
Wilson Mexican program has been its al- 
most complete negativeness. We all 
azreed that once this government had set 
the back of its hand against the dictator 
here remained no alternative other than to 
insist upon his withdrawal as a qua 
hon to permanent pacification. 

But after Huerta, what? That pregnant 
question has baffled a good many Ameri- 
cans. political Washington along with them. 
‘nd now the reports from Washington crys- 
tallize this feeling when they assert that 
Jind told Wilson that dissensions among 
the constitutionalists cast almost as much 
ilonbt on their ability to restore stable LOV- 
ernment as on the ability of Huerta. An- 
other disquieting phase is the attitude of 
the constitutionalists toward the American 
anc’ European loans negotiated by Huerta. 
It is announced these will repudiated 
forthwith. With European creditors adding 
their clamor to that raised by Americans in 
the same boat, this situation is apt to em- 
barrass the administration. It is true that 
most of these creditors exacted usurious in- 
terest, more than commensurate with the 
risk. But that fact will not bar them from 
complicating the crisis when it does come. 

‘t is inconceivable that a man who has 
shown himself as practical and far-seeing in 
other great issues as has Mr. Wilson should 
not have up his sleeve some card of a con- 
structive nature to meet this emergency. 
fe has surrounded himself by masterful 
silence on other problems, and arrived 
finally at an adeqtiate conclusion. There js 
uo reason to believe that the Mexican prob- 
lem will not work out similarly, and that 
the president has not made at least tenta- 
tive provision for the approximate chaos 
that must follow any important change in 
the status quo. 

In the meantime all the country can do 
is to wait patiently, with confidence in 
the president’s proverbial faculty for meet- 
ing trying emergencies with promptness 
capability.

The exploits of Joan of Are are well 
known to all readers. Asserting that she 
was favored and instructed by the saints of 
Heaven, she animated her dispirited country- 
men, and their weak and cowardly king, to 
resist the English usurpers and their Bur- 
gundian allies, until she at last fell into the 
hands of the latter upon the bridge of Com- 
piegne, from which place she had sallied.

Publie rejoicing was 
ordered by the English. the “Te Deum” was 
sung in the metropolitan churches and bon- 
fires were kindled throughout the city. 

The girl was sold by the Burgundians to 
the English. She resolved to hazard every- 
thine to regain her libertv. She threw her- 
self frum the tower wherein she was con- 
fined, resolved. in case she escan’ 3, to fly 
and afford succor to the city of Compiegne. 
she was very much hurt by fall and for 
several days refused tg partake of food. 

Joan was then carried to the Castle 
Crotoyv. At length, on January 3, 1431, the 
king of KEngtand issued letters-patent, au- 
thorizing the process to be issued against 
her. It was decided to send an emissary to 
the country where Joan was born to ascer- 
tain the character of the girl, but he received 
only the most honorable testimonies, which, 
however, were suppressed at the trial. 

As it was necessary to sacrifice Joan 
Are in order to satisfy the English, every 
means was resorted to for the purpose of ac- 
complishing the end desired. An attempt 
was made to compromise with her while in 
prison, but without result, and finally the 
opening of the process was fixed for Feb- 
ruary 21. The deliberative voice was vested 
in only two judges, Pierre Cauchon, bishop of 
Beauvais, a licentiate civil law, and Jean 
le Maitre, of the fraternity preachers, a 
bachelor in theology and bearing the title of 
inquisitor-general of the faith in France. 

On the dav arnvointed for the commence- 
ment of the trial, the bishop of Beauvals, 
accompanied by forty counsellors asses- 
sors, repaired by eight

A part of the 30,000,000 pounds imported 
during the first month of the new tariff was 
supplied by Argentine and English packers. 
Already three steamships of the Nelson line, 
fitted with refrigerator compartments, have 
been added to the, Lamport & Holt line, 
which operates between New York and Bue- 
nos Aires, and are expected to carry large 
quantities of Argentine beef to the United 
States. A margin of 3 cents a pound in fa- 
vor of Argentine meat is possible, but the 
shippers are figuring on one cent a pound, 
and with that advantage believe they can 
maintain competition with beef produced in 
this country. Their experience with’ the 
American packers in Argentina has made 
them somewhat apprehensive of results, for 
the price at which they sell meat in this 
country may be met with q cut in the price 
by the Americans in ordér to keep them 
out of the market or to ake their efforts 
unprofitable,

talled statements in my. office. 


Would Make Law Worthless. 

“In his discussion of this matter with 
me, Mr. Willet urged that I -had no 
authority to reruse a license to a legiti- 
mate dealer in securities, that I had 
no authority to require that he should 
even file with me a list of the securi- 
ties which he offers for sale. «If Mr. 
Willet’s conténtion is true, then I say 


to the people of Georgia that the ‘Blue 
Sky’ law is not worth the paper upon 
Which it is printed. 

“Much stress is laid upon the word 
‘legitimate’ by Mr. Willet. How can I 
assure myself that a dealer ts a ‘legiti- 
mate’ dealer unless I am informed as 
to the character of the securities han- 
dled by him? How am I to know that 
any security has a recognized value 
unless I kave some reliable data con- 
cerning such security’ 

“This law, which was prepared, as 
Mr. Wili:et states, under his supervis- 
lon as chairman of a committee of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, carries 
with it no appropriation for any pur- 
pose. I have no means, therefore, of 
ascertaining the reliability of a dealer 
or the securities which he offers the 
public through the mercantile agencies 
Or any other source except that which 
is provided by sections 3 and 4 of the 
law, They are the sections to which 
Mr. Willet objected, and are as follows: 

“Section 3. By an order directed to any 
such dealer, the secretary of state may re- 
quire such dealer, whenever he shall offer 
any securities in his state, except to other 
dealers or banks, to file with him a state- 
ment showing the security or securities so 
offered, and the secretary of state may by 
such order, require such dealer to mail 
him as soon as any copies are so mailed, 
or shown, to any prospective purchaser in 
this state, a copy of all printed or other- 
wise reduplicated circulars of any security 
or securities the dealer shall offer for sale 
in this state, including a copy of all adver- 
tisements thereof, inserted in any newspa- 
per, magazine or other periodical published 
or exhibited in this state. The secretary 
of state may limit guch an order to securi- 
ties of any particular class or character on 
which he may deem such _ information 
necessary.

He Said that in Washington he would

BILLION FEET OF TIMBER 
SOLD BY UNITED STATES 


_ Washington, January 5.—Sales of 1,- 
000,000,000 feet of standing timber from 
the Kaibab national forest in north- 
ern Arizona, with authority for the 
construction by the purchasers of 200 
miles of railroad through one of the 
richest sections in the west, was ap- 
proved today by Secretary Houston, of 
the department of agriculture. Bids 
Will be received up to the middle of 


June; then three years will be allowed

for building the railway. 
be cut gradually over a period 
years. 

This project is the most gigantic 
launched by the forestry service since 
its creation. 

Recognizing difficulties which lie in 
the limited transportation facilities 
the service decided. that contractors 
should be allowed to construct a rail- 
road connecting Colorado and Utah 
with the Grand Canyon, which here- 
tofore has been accessible only by the 
southern approaches. For several 
years the construction of such a road 
has been considered by various Ccapi- 
talists, but it has been said the lack 
ot assured traffic proved an effectual 
barrier. It was pointed out at the de- 
partment today that a contract for 1.- 
000,000,000 feet of timber will over- 
come this difficulty. 

Henry S. Graves, chief forrester, who 
made a personal examination of the 
Kaibab reservation, today announced 
that the marketing of the matured 
timber will not be allowed to mar the 
scenic beauty of the forest, considered 
to be one of the most beautifui in 
America. 


New York, January 5.—L. L. Melius, 
a highway contractor, testified ‘at the 
resumption of District Attorney 
Charles S. Whitman’s John Doe in- 
quiry today that when he was em- 
ployed in the state engineer's depart- 
ment for three years, part of his sal- 
ary was held back, and he assumed it 
was for campaign contribution pur- 
poses. Melius took the stand at his 
own request, and declared he never 
had voluntarily contributed to cam- 
paign funds. 

“They used just to take. it out of 
our checks,’ Melius said. 

Five per cent of the salary was the 
amount deducted, he said, and that 
practice was continued “two or three 
years; after that they used to send men 
around to collect.’’ 

Melius said Se was unable to say 
where this money went, but declared 
he thought it went into the general 
campaign fund. To the best of his rec- 
ollection, he said, the practice of de- 
ducting from salaries was stopped dur- 
ing the second administration of Gov- 
ernor Charles FE. Hughes. 

Cornelius J. Reardon, a stone and 
quarry contractor, testified that during 
the administration of Governor John 
A. Dix he was informed when he went 
to Albany in the hope of getting new 
contracts that “our friends must be 
looked after first.”” Reardon is a re- 
publican. 

E. J. Doyle, of Herkimer, N. Y., a 
progressive, who formerly Was a re- 
publican, testified that he contributed 
$25 to the democratic state committee 
in 1911. Six years before that, he said, 
he was a state assistant engineer, and 
was informed that he was expected to 
contribute 5 per cent of his salary. It 
was the general understanding among 
contractors on state jobs, Boyle testi- 
fed, that they must contribute $ per 
cent of outstanding contracts. 

The inquiry will be resumed Friday. 
The grand jury investigation will be 
resumed tomorrow.

| of the country. 
| A number of New York’s leading 
financiers were heard today. It quickly 
developed today that it probably would 
be impossible to satisfy both New 
York and the rest of the 
Frank A. Vanderlip, president of the 
National City bank, said he thought 
the committee would find it impossible 
j to work out a plan that would fulfill 
' all requirements. 

“It presents almost an_insolvable 
problem,” said Secretary. McAdoo, when 
Mr. Vanderlip had given his opinion 
as to the manner in which the regional 
reserve districts should be drawn up. 

Most Difficult Problem. 

“T think that is what you are facing,” 
said Mr. Vanderlip. “It is one of the 
most difficult problems, I think, that I 
ever faced. Oversight and control spell 
the whole story of this law. If we get 
the proper oversight and control, the 
law will work, in spite of its defects. 
If we do not it will not work.” 

The majority of the witnesses fa- 
vored the creation in New York of a 
regional bank of such magnitude that 
it would absorb 40 to 50 per cent 
the $106,000,000 capital available for 
the entire system of the country. Such 
a’ district would include New. York, 
New England, New Jersey, Delaware 
and part of Pennsylvania. Secretary 
McAdoo suggested that such a huge 
bank here would overshadow the other 
banks, of which, according to the law,
